A Cavalry squad leader, Sergeant 
Earl H. Johnson, Jr., of San Ra­ 
fael, was a part of a reconnaissance 
partol that was directly responsible 
for the elimination of 51 armed 
Communist guerillas recently.

off guard, but began firing on us 
with cme machine gun and lot of 
small arms including a couple of 
those Russian made 'burp* guns. I 
estimated their forces to be about a 
reinforced squad, with a lot of men 
in reserve. 
“Their first volley 0# fire pinned 
down Lt. Freeman and three men 
in a ravine. 
A moment later we 
were in the same position, pinned 
down in another ravine. We had 
planned an escape route since this 
patrol was nothing more than a de- 
cpy to draw the Reda into the open 
for the Air Force fighters. 


“Some time elapsed on the re­ 
turn trip to the vehicles, as squads 
covered each other on the with­ 
drawal and the platoon leader and 
Sgt. Reym kept a constant check 
against leaving any men in the area.

Officials there expressed doubt the move would have any 
immediate effect on retail meat prices paid by housewives. 
Instead, they said, it is more likely to guarantee 
“more 
equitable distribution” of meat supplies. They noted that meat 
prices generally were frozen on Jan. 25 at the highest level 
charged by a retailer between Dec. 19 and that date. 
The agency did not list the packing companies affected by 
the regulation. Nor did it given a figure on how much the roll­ 
back might be. 
The order bans future use by companies with chain-type 
operations—such as those operating in several states—from basing 
company-wide ceiling prices on the*......................................., 
highest price charged by one of its 
branch«. 
An OPS announcement explained 
.it this way: 
"For example, a packing house 
having branch« in New York, Chi­ 
cago and Dallas, which branch« op­ 
erated as separate selling units, can 
not fix its ceiling price tor sal« at 
all branch« throughout the coun­ 
try on the basis of the ceiling price 
of one of its branch«." 
OPS officials told reporters that 
since the Jan. 25 price freeze “many 
meat packers" had

On Retail Prices 


WASHINGTON (/P)-The government today ordered many 
large meat packers to roll back prices in a surprise move aimed 
at relieving prize squeezes on wholesalers and retailers. 
The action was taken by the Office of Price Stabilization, 
Officials there expressed doubt the move would have any 
immediate effect on retail meat prices paid by housewives. 
Instead, they said, it is more likely to guarantee 
"more 
equitable distribution" of meat supplies. They noted that meat 
prices generally were frozen on Jan. 25 at the highest level 
charged by a retailer between Dec. 19 and that date. 
The agency did not list the packing companies affected by 
the regulation. Nor did it given a figure on how much the roll­ 
back might be. 
The order bans future use by companies with chain-type 
operations—such as those operating in several states—from basing 
company-wide ceiling prices on the 4-

State Chamber Survey Report Shows 
Growth Of Marin Population, Wealth 


Marin’s economic status is a .mat­ 
ter of statistics attesting to the 
county’s growth in "Economic Sur­ 
vey of California and Its Counties,” 
a publication recently Issued by the 
state chamber of commerce. 
“Marin county, with 84,739 resi­ 
dents in 1950 showed a more rapid 
rate of growth over the past de­ 
cade than the state or the San 
Francisco bay region, an increase 
of 61 per cent,” the book says. 
With this increase have come 
these other things: 
Individual incomes 
have 
risen 
more than 300 per cent. 
The incomes of farm, business, 
professional and other non-corpor- 
ate enterprises rose more than 330 
per cent. Such incomes in 1848 
totaled $20,437,000. 
Individual in­ 
comes in 1948 totaled $127,024,000. 
Marin county incomes 
in 
the 
middle to high groups accounted 
for more than 3,000 persons, accord­ 


ing to a survey made in the last 
two years. A total of 3,104 persons 
paid tax returns on incomes of $5,000 
to $10,000, and 868 paid returns on 
more than $10,000. 
Agriculture production has gone 
up. The value of agricultural pro­ 
duction increased from $3,000.000 
in the early 1940’s to $11,000,000 in 
1949. Dairy products accounted for 
about two-thirds of this, although 
livestock, poultry and eggs also ac­ 
counted for an increase. 
The report states that fluid milk 
has assumed the ranking position in 
recent years in agricultural pro­ 
duction. 
Marin industrial life has Increased 
too, and employment in this phase 
of Marin's economy has increased 
135 per cent.

The value of farms and their pro­ 
ducts have increased and more auto­ 
mobiles, trucks and tractors are be­ 
ing used on farms. 
The vafhe of mineral and mining 
products such as stone, sand and

Frauds play their part In setting 
up the cdndition where unemploy­ 
ment insurance benefits might be 
stopped entirely, or the employers 
forced to pay a higher tax on their 
payrolls to replenish the fund, or 
the employees themselves again be­ 
ing forced to contribute 1 per cent 
or more of their pay checks towards 
the fund. 
The employees have not paid into 
the unemployment insurance fund 
since May, 1946, when their 1 per 
cent contribution was diverted to 
disability, or sickness, insurance« 
In 99 per cent of the cases of 
fraud, the perpetrator is working at 
some job and collecting unemploy­ 
ment benefits at tHfe same time. 
In some cases a worker nuits or is 
laid off a job that comes under un­ 
employment insurance. He or she 
applies for benefits and at the same 
time goes to work in agriculture or 
domestic service. 
Prior to the latest Congressional 
amendment to the Social Security 
setup, no reports were made from 
these occupations as they did not 
come under unemployment insur­ 
ance. Therefore, there were no rec­ 
ords to show the fraud to the com­ 
mission. 
Now domestics are under unem­ 
ployment insurance, but only if regu­ 
larly employed and receiving 150 or 
more in wages from one employer 
in a calendar quarter, so there still 
is a loophole for frauds. 
The only way to 
catch these 
frauds is for the Unemployment In­ 
surance Commission to have inves­ 
tigation of each claimant. 
This at present is largely impos­ 
sible, as the Commission has only 32 
investigators for the entire state. 
Approximately 100,700 persons a 
week received unemployment or dis­ 
ability insurance payments during 
September, according to the Com­ 
mission’s report. Obviously 32 in­ 
vestigators could check but a small 
portion of this number. 


Even so, the fraud investigators 
have done a remarkably good job, 
and when word get* around that the 
nvestigatora are in the neighbor­ 
hood, Commission records show the

that there k fraud going on. 
Between July 1, 1949 and Tune 30, 
1950, a total of 3,433 Investigations 
were made, which resulted in 1,142 
court convictions. In addition, many 
cases were of a petty nature and 
were settled by the Commission 
without court action. 
As fraud k a felony, a prison or 
jail sentence k possible and the 
courts make the fraudulent claim­ 
ants pay back the benefits wrong­ 
fully collected. In the petty cases, 
the Commission gets restitution. 
One of the common rackets is for 
the worker to have two or even 
more social security cards. 
One case involved a waitress with 
two social security cards. She would 
work under one name, and card, 
long enough to establish wage 
credits, then would file a claim, 
draw benefits and go to work ur.deT 
the second name and second social 
security card. She would oe draw­ 
ing wages in a new job while draw­ 
ing unemployment payments for the 
old job. 
This suggests the Federal govern­ 
ment could well tighten up on the 
issurance of social security cards. 
Apparently all a person ua to do 
is apply for the card under any 
name and it k given without ques­ 
tion, making such frauds as the 
foregoing possible. 
A system of placing the thumb­ 
print on social security cards, as is 
done on automobile drivers’ licenses, 
with a penalty against a person 
who secures more than one social 


security card, might end this racket. 
But such a charge would have to 
be made in Washington. 
As said before, outright fraud is 
not so much a problem as the “vol­ 
untary quit” where the claimant 
uses all sorts of subterfuges to avoid 
getting a job, meanwhile drawing 
unemployment insurance. 
But they all add up to the reason 
why the unemployment insurance 
fund in California will have oaid 
out $23,000,000 approximately more 
last year than it took in, according 
to the best estimates. 
All kinds of illegal and improper 
payments to unemployment Insur­ 
ance chiselers of various sorts is 
estimated at the present time to 
amount to $60,000,000 to $75,0O0,oC0 
a year at least. 
If these rackets can be stopped, 
the money saved for the honestly 
unemployed workers of California 
will result in an increase in the un­ 
employment reserve fund instead of 
a deficit, at least as long as the 
present full employment lasts. 
The next installment will tell 
about the “lag quarter” situation, 
whereby a smart and unprincipled 
person can loaf on unemployment 
insurance a full year out of every 
18 months.

Plague Statts 
CHICAGO <U.» — State govern­ 
ments are having trouble with 
gasoline tax cheaters. 
The Federation of Tax Admini­ 
strators reports that refunds paid 
on motor fuel used for non-highway 
purposes is taking an increasingly 
larger share of state gasoline tax 
collections. 
Currently 43 states provide that 
tax refunds may be collected if the 
gasoline is not used for highway 
purposes. Thus, a farmer may get 
a refund on gasoline he used in hie 
tractor for plowing his corn. 
Most states are paying out a con­ 
siderably larger proportion of their 
gross motor fuel tax collection for 
refunds than they did before World 
War n, the federation said. 
A federation spokesman said “the 
problem . . . is to assure that this 
large proportion of fuel is actually 
used for tax-free purposes and is 
not used illegally on the highways.” 
To curb the evasion, many states 
require refund seekers to keep 
records and make reports.

In some cases a worker nuits or Is 
laid off a job that comes under un­ 
employment insurance. He or «he 
applies for benefits and at the same 
time goes to work in agriculture or 
domestic service. 
Prior to the latest Congressional 
amendment to the Social Security 
setup, no reports were made from 
these occupations as they did not 
come under unemployment Insur­ 
ance. Therefore, there were no rec­ 
ords to show the fraud to the com­ 
mission. 
Now domestics are under unem­ 
ployment insurance, but only if regu­ 
larly employed and receiving $50 or 
more in wages from one employer 
in a calendar quarter, so there still 
Is a loophole for frauds. 
The only way to catch these 
frauds is for the Unemployment In­ 
surance Commission to have inves­ 
tigation of each claimant. 
This at present Is largely impos­ 
sible, as the Commission has only 32 
investigators for the entire state. 
Approximately 100,700 persons a 
week received unemployment or dis­ 
ability insurance payments during 
September, according to the Com* 
mission’s report. Obviously 32 in­ 
vestigators could check but a small 
portion of this number. 


Even so, the fraud investigators 
have done a remarkably good job, 
and when word gets around that the 
investigators are in the neighbor­ 
hood, Commission records show the 
claims take a sharp drop, indicating 
that there is fraud going on. 
Between July 1, 1949 and Tune 30, 
1950, a total of 3,432 investigations 
were made, which resulted in 1,142 
court convictions. In addition, many 
cases were of a petty nature and 
were settled by the Commission 
without court action. 
As fraud is a felony, a prison or 
jail sentence is possible and the 
courts make the fraudulent claim­ 
ants pay back the benefits wrong­ 
fully collected. In the petty cases, 
the Commission gets restitution. 
One of the common rackets is for 
the worker to have two or even 
more social security cards. 
One case involved a waitress with 
two social security cards. She would 
work under one name, and card, 
long enough to establish wage 
credits, then would file a claim, 
draw benefits and go to work under 
the second name and second social 
security card. She would oe draw­ 
ing wages in a new job while draw­ 
ing unemployment payments for the 
old job. 
This suggests the Federal govern­ 
ment could well tighten up on the 
lssurance of social security cards. 
Apparently all a person aa to do 
is apply for the card under any 
name and it is given without ques­ 
tion, making such frauds as the 
foregoing possible. 
A system of placing the thumb­ 
print on social security cards, as is 
done on automobile drivers’ licenses, 
with a penalty against a person 
who secures more than one social

security card, might end this racket 
But such a charge would have to 
be made in Washington. 
As said before, outright fraud is 
not so much a problem as the “vol­ 
untary quit” where the claimant 
uses all sorts of subterfuges to avoid 
getting a job, meanwhile drawing 
unemployment insurance. 
But they all add up to the reason 
why the unemployment insurance 
fund in California will have oaid 
out $23,000,000 approximately more 
last year than it took In, according 
to the best estimates. 
All kinds of illegal and Improper 
payments to unemployment insur­ 
ance chiselers of various sorts is 
estimated at the present time to 
amount to $60,000,000 to $75,000,1.00 
a year at least. 
If these rackets can be stopped, 
the money saved for the honestly 
unemployed workeis of California 
will result in an increase in the un­ 
employment reserve fund Instead of 
a deficit, at least as long as the 
present full employment last,. 
The next installment will tell 
about the “lag quarter” situation, 
whereby a smart and unprincipled 
person can loaf on unemployment 
insurance a full year out of every 
18 months. 


Got Tax Chaatan 
Plaque States 
CHICAGO ÍU.R) — State govern­ 
ments are having trouble with 
gasoline tax cheaters. 
The Federation of Tax Admini­ 
strators reports that refunds paid 
on motor fuel used for non-highway 
purposes is taking an Increasingly 
larger share of state gasoline tax 
collections. 
Currently 43 states provide that 
tax refunds may be collected If the 
gasoline is not used for highway 
purposes. Thus, a farmer may get 
a refund on gasoline he used in his 
tractor for plowing his com. 
Most states are paying out a con­ 
siderably larger proportion of their 
gross motor fuel tax collection for 
refunds than they did before World 
War n, the federation said. 
A federation spokesman said “the 
problem . . . is to assure that t-h*e 
large proportion of fuel is actually 
used for tax-free purposes and is 
not used illegally on the highways.** 
TO curb the evasion, many states 
require refund seekers to keep 
records and make reports.

Of Fire Department, Mello Says 


Man hours of labor spent in actual 
fire fighting by the Marin county 
fire department were cut nearly in 
half in 1990. 
At the same time, 
total number of aorta burned drop­ 
ped from 1,409 in 1949 to 192 in 
1960, aeoording to the annual report 
of County Fire Chief Camiilo Mello. 
The department answered 218 grass 
and forest fire calls last year and 
used 4 £ 0 0 man hours in fighting 
theee fires. In 1941 there were 111 
ealls and 9£42 man hours expended.

fires, 225. Sixty of these calls were 
inside dty limits. 


Total damage to buildings in fires 
last year amounted to $106390, con­ 
siderably more than the $31385 of 
1949, but less than $121,300 of 1948. 
Largest structural loss was a 
$50,000 bam on the A. Ghisletta 
ranhc in Chileno valley. Other large 
loss was the $35300 fire in a bar and 
grill at Marshalls. 
Cause of the structural fires were 
varied, most numerous being de­ 
fective chimney, 7, electric wiring, 8, 
heaters and stoves, 8, cigarettes, 7.

For Tomorrow 


SACRAMENTO 6J.fi — A test of 
California’s statewide air rai warn­ 
ing network will be staged, but the 
public will not have to run for shel­ 
ter, the 8tate Civil Defense office 
has announced. 
The tryout, the first of five such 
scheduled tests, will be of the warn­ 
ing network and will not include In 
alert to the public, Maj. Gen. Wal­ 
ter M. Robertson, retired, state civil 
defence director said. 
It is scheduled for between 9 am. 
and noon and will be confined to 11 
key points, 58 subcenters in the coun­ 
ties and 304 cities. It is designed 
to check the efficiency and spew! of 
the state wide hookup and to pro­ 
vide practice for personnel, CD of­ 
ficials said. 
The tests are to be repeated on 
March 2 and 16, and April 6 and Hi. 
Since the purpose is to tryout the 
relaying of a warning, only the all 
clear signal will be used, Robertson 
said. 
It will originate with the 
Western Air Defense Force and be 
transmitted 
from 
there 
to 
key 
points, firateglcally located through­ 
out the state. 


From these key points, the signal 
is to be relayed to the 58 subcenters 
charged with alerting cities and un­ 
incorporated areas. 
To back up the procedure, the 
state teletypewriter network, with 
relay centers in Sacramento and Los 
Angeles, will also be used.

Don't Scare The Kids 


Ever since the need for civilitn defense plan­ 
ning against the possibility of atomic attack first 
became evident, state apd federal officials have 
engaged in a great deal of meaningless and con­ 
tradictory talk. 


First we were to have bomb shelters in every 
back yard-now that idea is declared impractical. 
Elaborate plans for dog tags tor school children 
were worked out, but where the plans were tried, 
the kids immediately demonstrated their imprac­ 
tical ty by exchanging the tags as tokens of 
affection. 


In Marin county plans for civilian defense in 
the school* is going along in an orderly, but not 
excessively speedy manner. Organization is being 
done on a school district by school district basis 
with a coordinator for each. Parochial schools 
and non-parochial private schools already are 
being organized undo* separate coordinators. 
At the same time a survey of each schoolhouse 
is being undertaken in conjunction with the 
local fire departments to determine just where 
the place of maximum security is located in case 
of bombings. 


One group of teachers is studying the basic 
pamphlet “Survival Under Atomic Attack." 
Their problem is to determine what parts should 
be given to the students in the various grade 
levels. 


Theirs is an important job. They must find 
the best procedure for teaching the children 
without either scaring or indoctrinating them 
with war psychology. 


In this connection, a timely warning against 
making school children guinea-pigs in civil 
defense experimentation has been issued in the 
California Teachers Association Journal by 
Arthur Corey, association secretary. 


“Frightened children scanning the morning 
sky for expected Russian bombers do not indi­ 
cate a healthy aspect of national security," Dr. 
Corey observed. 
“Educational leaden should 
not institute programs which in the attempt to 
alert the public to the present national danger 
make hysterical victims of little children. 


“It would appear that in some communities 
programs are being formulated in the schools 
because someone is convinced that something 
ought to be done, even though no one knows 
what course of action is desirable. Simply be­ 
cause we are confused, frustrated or even 
hysterical is no valid excuse for inciting the, 
same conditions in helpless children.” 
For those sensible words of caution against 
going off the deep end, most parents of small 
fry will voice fervent thanks. 
The kids get 
enough emotional pummeling from the radio, 
television and comic books without getting it 
needlessly at school as well.

No matter what may be the final outcome of 
the congressional struggle with the tax legisla­ 
tion, there is no reason to expect taxes to be 
anything but higher.

They received a severe setback when 
the House appropriations committee abolished 
the one-package appropriation, but there is 
plenty of opportunity for budget-trimming if 
the will to do it really exists. 
Senator Harry

posal which shows where $9,100,000,000 can be 
cut from the proposed budget It remains to be 
seen how far he will get with his proposal. 


Every worthwhile reduction Congress can 
make in the budget will be of two-fold help in 
dealing with the problem of taxes. It will re­ 
duce the amount of new taxes which must-be 
raised. It will improve the taxpayer’s frame of 
mind. He is going to be required to make per­ 
sonal sacrifices in order to pay his higher tax 
bills. He will be much more willing to do so, 
and much more confident'that it is justified, if 
he can see corresponding government sacrifices.

CENTRAL FRONT, Korea m — 
One brilliant and bloody stand by 
a single Allied division turned the 
tide of defeat in Korea and re­ 
stored the morale of the retreating 
United Nations Army. 
Probably no American, French or 
Dutch soldier who fought the long, 
bitter-cold January battle of the 
Wonju Bulge knew he was helping 
to change the face of the war. But 
he was.

Was The Crossing 
Of 38th Parallal 
Big UN Misfaka? 


NEW YORK—UP)—The Korean 
war appears to be heading for a 
scoreless tie. 
It has been fought like a foot­ 
ball game, with each side taking 
turns ranging deep into the other's 
territory before running into an 
unbreakable defense. 
In the thirty-fourth week of the

On its way, the Allied forces 
surprised a North Korean battalion 
napping In a village and cut it 
to pieces. 
The perimeter was shaped like a 
horseshoe. The Dutch were on the 
left; elements of the U. S. 38th 
and 23rd regiments in the center, 
and French on thé right. 
The U. N. lines faced a snowy 
valley with hills and mountains on 
the north and west. 
Elements of 10 Communist Kor­ 
ean divisions—possibly 80,000 men 
—had been Identified in the Wonju 


On January 10 the North Kor­ 
eans hurled six battalions at the 
perimeter in a furious effort to 
smash i t Riflemen and artillery­ 
men beat off the reds and left 
2,100 Communists dead or wounded 
when the attack ended. 
While this was in progress, tanks 
and troops of the U. S. Ninth Regi­ 
ment—the Third Regimental com­ 
ponent of the Second Division— 
moved toward Wonju from the 
southeast. 
They ran into a firelight, routed 
the Reds, and actually reached 


Wonju before pulling out. This 
type of operation was to be re­ 
peated again and again before 
January was over. 
The North Koreans massed for 
a new attack on the perimeter 
January 11. Next day, with the 
temperature down to 10 degrees 
below zero, the Reds sent two regi­ 
ments storming at the Allied Bulge. 
This time 50 fighter planes help­ 
ed break up the attacking Reds. 
The air force sent eight B-29s, 
which bombed the e n e m y and 
struck Wonju a heavy blow. 
With a ferocious bayonet attack, 
the French charged a hill and took 
it. 
On January 13 the North Kor­ 
eans came back again in suicidal 
charges before dawn. Communist 
dead piled up in front of the peri­ 
meter’s smoking gun positions, and 
the lines stood fast. 
The whole perimeter flared in 
battle. Allied planes repeatedly 
roared to the aid of thy weary 
doughboys in the foxholes. 
The temperature that day waa 
25 degrees below zero. Snow was 
a foot deep. Next day it had warm­ 
ed up to 20 belo™, and there was 
continued fighting. But the Reds 
evidently had no more strength for 
another real effort 
At the end of the day, January 
14, the the battle had been won« 
and announcement was made that 
the Second Division’s commander, 
MaJ. Gen. Robert B. McClure, had 
been relieved of his command for 
a new assignment. (The reason for 
this change and McClure’s new job 
have never been disclosed.) 
On January 15, under a protec­ 
tive air and artillery barrage, the 
Second Division straightened its 
lines and withdrew from the Bulge. 
It was not a retreat however. It 
was the preparation for new at­ 
tacks in the same pattern. 
Under censorship, t h a t is as 
much as can be said even now, but 
the Eighth Army had l e a r z l e d 
something of value—and the enemy 
had been forced to pay for the 
tuition.

Colombo Plan 
Alms To Aid 
Hungry Of Asia

This is the week set t o an organizational 
meeting in Colombo, Ceylon, o£ the ambitious 
“Colombo Plan," inaugurated by British Com­ 
monwealth countries t o development of poverty- 
ridden countries of South and Southeast Asia. 
America has agreed to participate in this 
project, which aims at bettering the condition of 
some 570,000,000 people-about a quarter of all 
humanity —who live in this important area. 
Untold millions of these folk never have known 
anything but hunger and other deprivations. 
The plan was devised by British Common­ 
wealth countries of South and Southeast Asia in 
cooperation with Australia, Canada, New Zea­ 
land and the United Kingdom. Already in the 
plan are Ceylon, India, Pakistan, Malaya, Singa­ 
pore, North Borneo, Brunei and Sarawak. Also 
invited are Burma, Indo-China, Indonesia and 
Thailand. 


ALL THESE COUNTRIES lie in that vast 
Asiatic* theatre which has become a vital battle­ 
ground between Communism and the democra­ 
cies. 
It is fertile soil t o any developments 
which promise even a little easement of the suf­ 
fering populations. 
Despite the humanitarian aspects of the 
project, it calls t o skillful handling. It likely 
will evoke a Communist cry of “western 
imperialism,“ and one of the main tasks of the 
plan's sponsors will be to assure the countries 
concerned that it isn’t in any way calculated to 
interfere with “Asia t o the Asiatics.“ 
The countries included in the Colombo plan 
produce most of the world's jute and rubber, a 
third of all oils and fats and two-thirds of the 
globe's tin. There are, of course, some highly 
developed sections, but thij area in general lies 
in the hunger belt. 
It is the irony of fate that the population 
increase in much of this area far exceeds the 
increase in production. This projects a peculiar 
problem, because improved conditions will tend 
to lower the death rate and thus further increase 
the population. In short, a “vicious circle” may 
be produced. 


NATURALLY THE QUESTION of birth- 
control has cropped up in the discussions, but 
that is a subject which most of the experts 
promptly sidestep. 
There are many religious 
objections to such control, and some Asiatic 
peoples don't take kindly to the idea, quite apart 
from religious reasons. 
However, the possibility of over-population 
in the future isn't stopping the Colombo plan. 
This vast project contemplates a great trans­ 
formation of the area in question in six years. 
Among other things it is planned to get 13 
million more acres of land under cultivation 
and produce six million more'tons of food 
grains. 
The Colombo plan provides that a large part 
of the cost of the project will fall on the gov­ 
ernments of the countries to be helped. The. 
British say their own contribution is likely to 
be well over $840,000,000. America's participa­ 
tion will include <o far as possible the coordina­ 
tion of her own programs in that area with the 
British Commonwealth and the United Nations 
projects.

Barbiturates Should 
Be Taken Only A t 
Physician's Direction 


In these days, nearly everybody 
has heard of cases of "goof-ball" 
poisoning. These drugs are known 
to doctors as barbiturates. When 
properly used, under the direction 
of h physician, to quiet overex­ 
cited nerves and produce sleep, 
they serve a good purpose. 
Unfortunately, however, a great 
many people use them without the 
guidance that makes them safe, 
so that little by little they become 
addicted to them. This situation 
has led to many accidental poison­ 
ings. 


VARY THE AMOUNT 
The symptoms of poisoning with 
these drugs vary with the amount 
taken. There may be such things 
as mental confusion, trouble in 
walking, difficulty in swallowing, 
vomiting, and nervous excitement. 
When extremely large doses have 
been taken, the person may be­ 
come unconscious, his breathing 
may be short and rapid, the pupils 
of the eyes contracted and fixed, 
the reflexes absent, the heart beat 
weak, and the blood pressure low. 
Of course, history from the pa­ 
tient’s family makes immediate 
diagnosis easy. Treatment is a more 
difficult problem. Its aim is to 
combat the action of the barbitu­ 
rates and to prevent complications, 
such as lung infection and disturb­ 
ances of circulation through the 
arteries which supply the heart 
muscle with blood. One drug sug­ 
gested as being quite helpful in 
treating these patients is picrotox- 
in. This drug stimulates the centers 
in the brain which have to do with 
breathing and c i r c u l a t i o n . Of 
course, care must be taken not to 
give too much because excessive 
amounts of this preparation also 
cause severe reactions, such .ae 


vomiting, sweating and diarrhea, as 
well as slow heart beat. 
Persons whp have been poisoned 
with barbiturates seem to be resis­ 
tant to the action of the picrotoxin. 
To augment the effects of picro­ 
toxin, it has been suggested that 
it be used together with ampheta­ 
mine. In this way, a smaller dose 
of the more dangerous drug can 
be used. 


INTO A VEIN 
In carrying out the treatment, 
the picrotoxin is injected into a 
vein and the amphetamine into a 
muscle. Six doses are given at fif­ 
teen-minute Intervals. If the pa­ 
tient shows no restlessness at the 
end of this time, four additional 
doses at fifteen-minute Intervals 
are administered. 
Barbiturates should always be 
used with care. They should never 
be left where a child can get hold 
of them, and they should always 
be plainly labeled so that acci­ 
dental overdosage may be avoided. 
If poisoning should occur, prompt 
treatment may be life saving. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
A Reader: What is the cause of 
white spots under the eye and on 
my neck? 
Answer: It is possible that you. 
have what Is known as leuko­ 
derma, the exact cause of which 
is not known. Too much exposure 
to the sunlight may be partly re­ 
sponsible. Heredity is thought to 
be a factor by some investigators. 
Leukoderma Is also present in lues, 
but this is not a common cause. 
There is not much that can be 
done for this condition. Howevpr, 
there are skin preparations avail­ 
able which can be used to cover 
up the white spots. Also, certain 
drugs, such as arsenic, and extracts 
of the thyroid and suprarenal 
glands, are given internally. The 
pigment around the white patches 
may be bleached out with certain 
solutions prescribed by the phy­ 
sician.

In this connection, a timely warning against 
making school children guinea-pigs in civil 
defense experimentation has been issued in the 
California Teachers Association Journal by 
Arthur Corey, association secretary. 


"Frightened children scanning the morning 
sky for expected Russian bombers do not indi­ 
cate a healthy aspect of national security," Dr. 
Corey observed. 
"Educational leaders should 
not institute programs which in the attempt to 
alert the public to the present national danger 
make hysterical victims of little children. 


"It would appear that in some communities 
programs are being formulated in the schools 
because someone is convinced that something 
ought to be done, even though no one knows 
what course of action is desirable. Simply be* 
cause we are confused, frustrated or even 
hysterical is no valid excuse for inciting the„ One brilliant and bloody stand by 
same conditions in helpless children." 


For those sensible words of caution against 
going off the deep end, most parents of small 
fry will voice fervent thanks.

Taxes Going Up 


No matter what may be the final outcome of 
the congressional struggle with the tax legisla­ 
tion, there is no reason to expect taxes to be 
anything but higher. The only uncertainties are 
which taxes will be raised and how much. The 
President's program calls for a boost of almost a 
third in total tax revenue, and there is talk of 
increasing income taxes by about 20 per cent. If 
that is done a substantial gap will remain to be 
filled by new or insreased excise taxes. We may 
not be specifically aware of the latter, but they 
will nick the purse nevertheless. 


The economy advocates are stirring again in 
Congress. They received a severe setback when 
the House appropriations committee abolished 
the one-package appropriation, but there is 
plenty of opportunity for budget-trimming if 
the will to do it really exists. 
Senator Harry 
F. Byrd of Virginia says he has a detailed pro­ 
posal which shows where $9,100,000,000 can be 
cut from the proposed budget It remains to be 
seen how far he will get with his proposal.

Every worthwhile reduction Congress can 
make in the budget will be of two-fold help in 
dealing with the problem of taxes. It will re­ 
duce the amount of .new taxes which must-be 
raised. It will improve the taxpayer's frame of 
mind. He is going to be required to make per­ 
sonal sacrifices in order to pay his higher tax 
bills. He will be much more willing to do so, 
and much more confident'that it is justified, if 
he can see corresponding government sacrifices.

single Allied division turned the 
tide of defeat in Korea and re­ 
stored the morale of the retreating 
United Nations Army. 
Probably no American, French or 
Dutch soldier who fought the long, 
bitter-cold January battle of the 
Wonju Bulge knew he was helping 
to change the face of the war. But 
he was. 
In eight days of sub-zero cold, 
the greatly outnumbered U. S. Sec­ 
ond Division doggedly met attacks 
with counter-attacks and killed an 
estimated 12,000 North K o r e a n 
troops—-an average of 1,500 each 
day* 
It broke the back of the Red 
drive through Korea’s central cor­ 
ridor. 
More important still, the second 
division at the end of its eight- 
day battle, had set the pattern of 
the Eighth Army’s new hunt-and- 
kiii offensive with aggressive tank 
forces spearing the way. After kill­ 
ing as many of the enemy as they 
could, the tank teams pulled back 
to the security of their own lines 
at nightfall. 
Had the Second Division failed 
to stand at Wonju, retreat of the 
entire Eighth Army would have 
been almost a certainty. For If the 
Reds had gained control of the 
central network of roads out of 
Wonju the surging Communists 
threatened to trap Allied forcea on 
the western side of the peninsula. 
The Second Division also was 
officially credited with saving the 
8th Army from disaster when the 
Chinese Reds struck suddenly In 
North Korea In November. It held 
the line while other divisions es­ 


caped south from exposed positions 
beyond the Chongchon River. 
One military observer said: “It 
took the Wonju Bulge to prove the 
Red drive was not invincible.” 
When the New Year began, the 
Second Division had dropped back 
to Wonju to make a stand against 
advancing North Korean forces. 
The outfit still was licking its 
wounds from a terrific pasting re­ 
ceived from holding off the Chinese 
in North Korea. 
Wonju was a typical K o r e a n 
town of squatty, thatched houses 
In a b0Wj 0{ mountains. It was 
considered dangerously vulnerable. 
On January 2, without any real 
pressure from the enemy, the Sec­ 
ond retreated a few miles south­ 
ward to better defense positions. 
Then, with reinforcements of 
eager French and Dutch units, el­ 
ements moved up January 8 and 
formed a perimeter about four 
miles south of Wonju. 
On its way, the Allied forces 
surprised a North Korean battalion 
napping in a village and cut it 
to pieces. 
The perimeter was shaped like a 
horseshoe. The Dutch were on the 
left; elements of the U. S. 88th 
and 23rd regiments in the center, 
and French on the right. 
The U. N. lines faced a snowy 
valley with hills and mountains on 
the north and west. 
Elements of 10 Communist Kor­ 
ean divisions—-possibly 80,000 men 
—had been identified in the Wonju 
area. 
On January 10 the North Kor­ 
eans hurled six battalions at the 
perimeter in a furious effort to 
smash it. Riflemen and artillery­ 
men beat off the reds and left 
2,100 Communists dead or wounded 
when the attack ended. 
While this was in progress, tanks 
and troops of the U. S. Ninth Regi­ 
ment—the Third Regimental com­ 
ponent of the Second Division- 
moved toward Wonju from the 
southeast. 
They ran into a firelight, routed 
the Reds, and actually reached 


Wonju before pulling out. This 
type of operation was to be re­ 
peated again and again before 
January was over. 
The North Koreans massed for 
a new attack on the perimeter 
January 11. Next day, with the 
temperature down to 10 degrees 
below zero, the Reds sent two regi­ 
ments storming at the Allied Bulge. 
This time 50 fighter planes help­ 
ed break up the attacking Reds. 
The air force sent eight B-20S, 
which bombed the e n e m y and 
struck Wonju a heavy blow. 
With a ferocious bayonet attack, 
the French charged a hill and took 
it. 
On January 13 the North Kor­ 
eans came back again in suicidal 
charges before dawn. Communist 
dead piled up in front of the peri­ 
meter’s smoking gun positions, and 
the lines stood fast. 
The whole perimeter flared in 
battle. Allied planes repeatedly 
roared to the aid of the weary 
doughboys in the foxholes. 
The temperature that day was 
25 degrees below zero. Snow was 
a foot deep. Next day it had warm­ 
ed up to 20 below, and there was 
continued fighting. But the Reda 
evidently had no more strength for 
another real effort. 
At the end of the day, January 
14, the the battle had been won, 
and announcement was made that 
the Second Division’s commander, 
Maj. Gen. Robert B. McClure, had 
been relieved of his command for 
a new assignment. (The reason for 
this change and McClure’s new job 
have never been disclosed.) 
On January 15, under a protec­ 
tive air and artillery barrage, the 
Second Division straightened its 
lines and withdrew from the Bulge. 
It was not a retreat, however. It 
was the preparation for new at­ 
tacks in the same pattern. 
Under censorship, t h a t te as 
much as can be said even now, but 
the Eighth Army had l e a r n e d 
something of value—and the enemy 
had been forced to pay for the 
tuition. 


Colombo Plan 
Aims To Aid 
Hungry Of Asia

This is the week set for an organizational 
meeting in Colombo, Ceylon, of the ambitious 
"Colombo Plan,” inaugurated by British Com­ 
monwealth countries for development of poverty- 
ridden countries of South and Southeast Asia. 
America has agreed to participate in this 
project, which aims at bettering the condition of 
some 570,000,000 people-about a quarter of all 
humanity —who live in this important area. 
Untold millions of these folk never have known 
anything but hunger and other deprivations. 
The plan was devised by British Common­ 
wealth countries of South and Southeast Asia in 
cooperation with Australia, Canada, New Zea­ 
land and the United Kingdom. Already in the 
plan are Ceylon, India, Pakistan, Malaya, Singa­ 
pore, North Borneo, Brunei and Sarawfk. Also 
invited are Burma, Indo-China, Indonesia and 
Thailand.

ALL THESE COUNTRIES lie in that vast 
Asiatic'theatre which has become a vital battle­ 
ground between Communism and the democra­ 
cies. 
It is fertile soil for any developments 
which promise even a little easement of the suf­ 
fering populations. 
Despite the humanitarian aspects of the 
project, it calls for skillful handling. It likely 
will evoke a Communist cry of "western 
imperialism," and one of the main tasks of the 
plan's sponsors will be to assure the countries 
concerned that it isn't in any way calculated to 
interfere with "Asia for the Asiatics." 
The countries included in the Colombo plan 
produce most of the world's jute and rubber, a 
third of all oils and fats and two-thirds of the 
globe's tin. There are, of course, some highly 
developed sections, but this area in general lies 
in the hunger belt. 
It is the irony of fate that the population 
increase in much of this area far exceeds the 
increase in production. This projects a peculiar 
problem, because improved conditions will tend 
to lower the death rate and thus further increase 
the population. In short, a "vicious circle" may 
be produced. 


NATURALLY THE QUESTION of birth- 
control has cropped up in the discussions, but 
that is a subject which most of the experts 
promptly sidestep. 
There are many religious 
objections to such control, and some Asiatic 
peoples don't take kindly to the idea, quite apart 
from religious reasons. 
However, the possibility of over-population 
in the future isn't stopping the Colombo plan. 
This vast project contemplates a great trans­ 
formation of the area in question in six years. 
Among other things it is planned to get 13 
million more acres of land under cultivation 
and produce six million more'tons of food 
grains. 
The Colombo plan provides that a large part 
of the cost of the project will fall on the gov­ 
ernments of the countries to be helped. 
The. 
British say their own contribution is likely to 
be well over $840,009,000. America's participa­ 
tion will include *o far as possible the coordina­ 
tion of her own programs in that area with the 
British Commonwealth and the United Nations 
projects. 


Barbiturates Should 
Be Taken Only At 
Physician's Direction 


In these days, nearly everybody 
has heard of cases of “goof-ball” 
poisoning. These drugs are known 
to doctors as barbiturates. When 
properly used, under the direction 
of \ physician, to quiet overex­ 
cited nerves and produce sleep, 
they serve a good purpose. 


Unfortunately, however, a great 
many people use them without the 
guidance that makes them safe, 
so that little by little they become 
addicted to them. This situation 
has led to many accidental poison­ 
ings. 


VARY THE AMOUNT 
The symptoms of poisoning with 
these drugs vary with the amount 
taken. There may be such things 
as mental confusion, trouble in 
walking, difficulty in swallowing, 
vomiting, and nervous excitement. 
When extremely large doses have 
been taken, the person may be­ 
come unconscious, his breathing 
may be short and rapid, the pupils 
of the eyes contracted and fixed, 
the reflexes absent, the heart beat 
weak, and the blood pressure low. 


Of course, history from the pa­ 
tient’s family makes immediate 
diagnosis easy. Treatment is a more 
difficult problem. Its aim is to 
combat the action of the bárbitu- 
rates and to prevent complications, 
such as lung infection and disturb­ 
ances of circulation through the 
arteries which supply the heart 
muscle with blood. One drug sug­ 
gested as being quite helpful In 
treating these patients is picrotox- 
in. This drug stimulates the centers 
in the brain which have to do with 
breathing and c i r c u l a t i o n . Of 
course, care must be taken not to 
give too much because excessive 
amounts of this preparation also 
cause severe reactions, such .as 


vomiting, sweating and diarrhea, as 
well as slow heart beat. 
Persons whp have been poisoned 
with barbiturates seem to be resis­ 
tant to the action of the picrotoxin. 
To augment the effects of picro- 
toxin, it has been suggested that 
it be used together with ampheta­ 
mine. In this way, a smaller dose 
of the more dangerous drug can 
be used. 


INTO A VEIN 
In carrying out the treatment, 
the picrotoxin is injected into a 
vein and the amphetamine into a 
. muscle. Six doses are given at fif­ 
teen-minute intervals. If the pa­ 
tient shows no restlessness at ths 
end of this time, four additional 
doses at fifteen-minute Intervals 
are administered. 
Barbiturates should always be 
used with care. They should never 
be left where a child can get hold 
of them, and they should always 
be plainly labeled so that acci­ 
dental overdosage may be Avoided. 
If poisoning should 'Occur, prompt 
treatment may be life saving. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
A Reader: What is the cause of 
white spots under the eye and on 
my neck? 
Answer: It Is possible that you. 
have what is known as leuko­ 
derma, the exact cause of which 
is not known. Too much exposure 
to the sunlight may be partly re­ 
sponsible. Heredity is thought to 
be a factor by some investigators. 
Leukoderma is also present in lues, 
but this is not a common cause. 
There is not much that can be 
done for this condition. However, 
there are skin preparations avail­ 
able which can be used to cover 
up the white spots. Also, certain 
drugs, such as arsenic, and extracte 
of the thyroid and suprarenal 
glands, are given internally. The 
pigment around the white patches 
may be bleached out with certain 
solutions prescribed by the phy­ 
sician.

Was The Crossing 
Of 38th Parallel 
Big UN Mistake? 


. fciJSW YORK—(F)—-The Korean 
war appears to be heading for a 
scoreless tie. 
It has been fought like a foot­ 
ball game, with each side taking 
turns ranging deep Into the other’s 
territory before running into an 
unbreakable defense. 
In the thirty-fourth week of the 
campaign 
the 
scrimmage 
line 
again is in midfield. And once 
again allied troops are reported 
to have crossed the 38th parrallel 
— the artificial frontier f r o m 
which the north Korean reds first 
attacked last June 25th. 
When the Americans first ap­ 
proached the 38th parallel last 
week Chou En-Lal, the Chinese 
premier, 
said 
his 
government 
wouldn’t stand idly by If the al- * 
lies crossed that line. 
The United Nations army either 
chose to regard this warning as 
a bluff or decided to take the 
consequences. 
It invaded North 
Korea and drove to the Manchu­ 
rian border at three points be­ 
fore waves of fresh Chinese troops 
entered the war and forced it 
to withdraw into South Korea. 
At the timf th« an iff did cross 


the 38th parallel, a high army 
officer told me: 
“We are making a mistake. I 
believe Chou En-Lal means what 
he says. 
We should stop here, 
where the pennlnsula is only about 
150 miles wide. 
“If we go all the way to the 
northern frontier of Korea, we 
will have to defend a border 700 
miles long that adjoins bot h 
* China and Russia. How can we 
expect to set up a new state of 
Korea that will last with 700 
miles of border touching two great 
world powers? 
We would have 
to put in a tremendous army of 
our own to protect it, and we might 
have to garrison that line beyond 
our own lifetime” 
Many army ’ officers shared his 
view at the time. 
They felt It 
unwise militarily to approach the 
Manchurian boundary with the 
force they then had available. 
But the attack was made, and 
the allies pursued the shattered 
North Korean Red Army deep into 
its own territory. The entrance of 
the Chinese Communist Annies 
changed the picture, In three tre­ 
mendous all-night counterattacks 
last November they broke up the 
United Nations offensive and in­ 
flicted thousands of casualties. The 
began a stubborn withdrawal

that lasted two full months, . 
Then the United Nations opened 
a “limited offensive.” Now again 
they stand at Seoul. 
Before leaving Korea I asked 
the same high army officer wheth­ 
er he still regarded that first cross­ 
ing of the parallel as a mistake. 
“No,” he said. “I believe now it 
was worth it, 
“What would have happened if 
we had halted at the 38th? I think 
we would have pulled out our own 
troops in a few weeks and left a 
lot of our military equipment be­ 
hind for the South Korean Army. 
“Then the North Korean Army, 
safe behind the boundiy, would 
have been reorganized and fréshly 
supplied with arms by China and 
Russia. In time it would have at­ 
tacked again, and probably have 
won, for it is doubtful that we 
would have come in again; Korea 
would be gone—and the equipment 
we left. 
“The attack beyond the 38th par­ 
allel taught us what our great 
dangers are—the danger of being 
lulled by a false sense of our own 
invincibility, the danger of think­ 
ing that our mechanized weapons 
have a complete dominance over 
pure manpower.” 
He said he felt the lesson learned 
was worth ths pries paid.

“You can never get this district 
sold to boards of supervisors unless 
you have specific engineering plans,** 
he declared. 
The rapid transit plan bill dis­ 
cussed in the senate interim com­ 
mittee called for a master plan to 
be made by a 44-member commis­ 
sion of engineers from the 97 com­ 
munities involved. 
Lewis said if the state would not 
appropriate the money ths state 
should levy an assessment on the 
nine counties involved.

“It’s idealistically fine to have 97 
communities assess themselves for 
preliminary engineering, but if we 
had to wait for that we would never 
see it in. our lifetimes or the life­ 
times of our children.”

Housewives' grocery bills continue 
to climb despite government price 
controls and are nearly 15 per cent 
higher now than they were when 
the Korean war broke out, a survey 
showed today. 
A spot check of grocers in 36 cities 
across the country disclosed that 
wtn* representative market-basket 
items which cost an average of 
$7.01 last June 34, had risen to 
$7jB7 by Jan. 25, the day the price 
freeze went into effect, and to $8.00 
by today. 
Of the nine items checked, only 
potatoes were selling at a lower 
price today than at the outbreak 
of the fighting in the Par East. 
Lettuce and fresh t o m e t o e s 
showed the greatest increase. Re­ 
tailers pointed out, however, that 
these are highly seasonal perish­ 
ables and that prices vary widely 
from season to season.

For Care Of Teeth 
MADISON, Wig. (U,R>—University 
of Wisconsin scientists say that a 
glass of water is worth more than 
a lot of fancy medicine In prevent­ 
ing tooth decay. 
A liquid diet with little sugar 
would be best to prevent cavities, 
they say. But a glass of water or 
milk after solid foods will help di­ 
lute the food so it doesn't stick in 
the teeth, and rinse out the mouth 
before the decay bacteria can do 
their harm. 


Testosterone; 
Migraine Headache * 
DETROIT (U.w—A compound de- 
dlrved from cattle is being used to 
combat migraine headaches, ac­ 
cording to Dr. Robert C. Moehllg, 
assistant professor of clinical medi­ 
cine at Wayne University. 
Mochlig disclosed that about 89 
per eent of patients tested appar­ 
ently benefited permanently. The 
improvement is noted in about four

Molded Gelatine Loaves Are Simple To Make 


Perfect For Buffet Luncheons Or Suppers

Gelatine salads and desserts are 
tremendously popular with most 
famines here in California hut how 
long has it been since you molded 
a main dish? These recipes will 
surely inspire you to make these 
food things, all of which are made 
with unflavored gelatine . . . and 
especially planned for the Lenten 
season. 
Ideal as a luncheon specialty or 
for a buffet supper, as well as for 
family enjoyment you may want to 
fix two, three or even all four at 
the same time. They can be made 
in the morning, or the day before; 
another reason for the popularity 
of molded dishes. 
MOLDED EGGS AND 
VEGETABLE b 
1 envelope unflavored gelatine, *4 
cup cold water, 1 teaspoon salt, 2 
tablespoons lemon Juice, ** teaspoon 
tabasco, *4 cup mayonnaise or salad 
dressing, \Vt teaspoons grated onion, 
H cup finely diced celery, *4 cup 
finely diced green pepper, % cup 
chopped pimiento, 4 hard cooked 
eggs, chopped. 
Soften gelatine in cold water. 
Place over boiling water and stir 
until gelatine is dissolved. Add salt, 
lemon juice and tabasco. Cool. Add 
mayonnaise; mix in remaining tn- 
gredients. Turn into large or in­ 
dividual molds and chill until firm. 
Unmold and garnish with sliced 
hard-cooked eggs. Makes 6 servings. 
MOLDED CHICKEN LOAF 
1 envelope unflavored gelatine, % 
cup cold chicken stock or bouillon,

** cup hot chicken stock or bouillon, 
»4 teaspoon salt, 2 tablespoons 
lemon Juice, *4 cup pineapple syrup, 
1>4 cups diced cooked chicken, *4 
cup canned cruahed ’rained pine­ 
apple. % cup diced celery. 
Soften gelatine in cold chicken 
stock. Add hot stock and salt and 
stir until dissolved. Add lemon juice 
and pineapple syrup.

MOLDED MACARONI AND 
CHEESE 
1 envelope unflavored gelatine, H 
cup cold water, % cup hot water, 
1 cup grated American cheese, 1 
tablespoon lemon juice. 1 teaspoon 
salt, 2 tablespoons grated onion, 2 
tablespoons c h o p p e d parsley, 1 
tablespoon chopped pimiento, % cup 
diced celery, 1% cups cooked broken 
macaroni, % cup mayonnaise or 
salad dressing. 
Soften gealtine in cold water. Add 
hot water; stir constantly until 
gelatine is dissolved. Add grated 
cheese. Stir until cheese has soft­ 
ened. Stir in lemon Juice, salt and 
grated onion. Chill until mixture is 
consistency of unbeaten egg whites. 
Stir in parsley, pimiento, celery, 
macaroni and mayonnaise. Turn 
into large or individual molds and 
chill until firm. Unmold and gar­ 
nish with sliced stuffed olives. 
Makes 6 servings. 
SALMON MOUSSE 
Soften 1 envelope unflavored gela­ 
tine in % cup cold water and *4 
cup vinegar. Place over boiling 
water and atir until dissolved. Add 
1 tablespoon sugar, IV* teaspoons 
salt and I teaspoon mustard; stir 
until blended. Cool. Stir in 2 cups 
flaked cooked salmon, 1 cup finely 
diced celery, 1 tablespoon capers 
(optional), Fold in % cup heavy 
cream, whipped, or *4 cup thorough­ 
ly chilled and evaporated milk, 
whipped. Turn into large or in­ 


dividual molds and chill until firm. 
Unmold and garpish with sliced 
cucumbers. Serve with mayonnaise 
or cucumber dressing. Makes 6 serv­ 
ings. 
CUCUMBER DRESSING 
Do not peel cucumber; wash and 
chop very fine. Combine % cup 
well drained, finely chopped cucum­ 
bers with *4 cup heavy cream, 
whipped, V4 teaspoon salt and 1 
tablespoon vinegar. If cucumbers 
are not available or the price seems 
high, save this recipe for future use 
because it is excellent with hot as 
well as cold fish and seafood. 
MODERN PASTARON1 
Here is a nextraordinarily delicious 
main dish that looks like a picture 
when it comes from the oven. Fix 
it in any shallow pan, round, square 
or oblong, that approximates the 
size of a 0-inch pie plate. Serve 
in pan in which it is baked. 
2 cups sifted, enriched flour, 4 
teaspoons baking powder, %, tea­ 
spoon salt, v* cup vitaminized mar­ 
garine or butter, 2/3 cup milk, ap­ 
proximately, 6 tomatoes, salt and 
pepper, 1 cup real mayonnaise, 1 
cup grated yellow cheese, 2 table­ 
spoons chopped onion. 
Sift flour, baking powder and salt 
together 3 times. Cut in margarine 
or butter until consistency of coarse 
meal. Add milk and toss lightly 
until a ball is formed ax»d follows 
the spoon around the bowl. Knead 
lightly on floured board. Roll to 
fit a shallow pan, allowing for an 
underlap around the rim. Fit dough 
onto pan, turn excess dough under 
and press firmly together. 
Cut 
tomatoes into sixths and place in 
pan; sprinkle with salt and pepper. 
Mix mayonnaise, cheese and onion 
and spread over tomtaoes. 
Bake 
in moderate, 375 degree, oven 40 
minutes or until pastry is done. 
Makes 6 servings. And the family 
is likely to suggest that you have 
it often. A green salad and fruit 
for dessert, coffee for grown-ups 
and milk for the children rounds 
up a very good, inexpensive meal.

Those winderful ripe, Juicy Anjou 
pears are plentiful and will be 
available for a few more weeks so 
let’s enjoy them while we can. Fla­ 
vor is at best now, too. These pears 
are ripe for eating when the flesh 
of the fruit responds to gentle 
thumb and finger tip pressure. If 
they are to be cooked, they should 
be a little more firm. Major por­ 
tion of Anjou pears are grown right 
here on our west coast; are shipped 
while still firm. If not ripe when 
purchased, just leave at room tem­ 
perature for a few days. When ready 
to eat, store in refrigerator. Like 
apples, pears are best when chilled 
for eating out of hand.

This is the season of the year 
when many of us are not sure whe­ 
ther certain fruits and vegetables 
are coming or going so let’s look 
the situation over. One thing cer­ 
tain is that we Californians have 
the “mosta of the bests’* of what is 
available. 
While prices of 'most 
foods climbed in the last six 
months, retail prices of fresh fruits 
and vegetables declined 71 per 
cent during the 
period 
between 
June and January. 
Fruit Department. Apples are a 
good buy; quality is excellent with 
more small apples than usual. Cali­ 
fornia Feurtes avocadoes are com­ 
ing in; will reach peak in next few 
weeks. 
No bargains in bananas 
since imports are way less than de­ 
mand. Grapefruit and oranges are 
plentiful, 
reasonable to 
bargain 
priced. Anjou pears, a late winter 
variety of fine flavor are reason­ 
able and will continue available 
through April. Pineapple supplies 
are increasing slowly, mostly from 
Cuba. 
Strawberries and rhubarb, 
harbingers of Spring are expensive 
and likely to remain so for some 
time because of cold weather and 
late season. 
Vegetable 
Department. 
Arti­ 
chokes winter crop increasing in 
supply; will double in March. Qual­ 
ity good. Snap beans, cucumbers, 
peas and peppers are high priced 
because of cold weather and sea­ 
sonal delays. Broccoli continues in 
peak period with good quality at 
reasonable prices. Cauliflower sup­ 
plies are increasing which means 
lower prices as the season advances. 
Lettuce is plentiful, of excellent 
quality, reasonably priced. Plenty 


of late potatoes from all sections 
are very good buys.
